King Kalakaua's successor is teil 
to l)e Princess Lydia Kamakeha Lilluo- 
kalani, eldest sist«r of the king t^he is 
52 yearn old and is much of a woman. 
She is married to John (). Domiais, gov- 
ernor of ()aha. one of the islands. He is 
an American bv birth and eilncatiou.

of train orders and dutermined to make 
his suspension permanent. This ruus« .1 
the anger (>f the conductors and opera- 
tors, who determined to strike. Au ef- 
fort has been made to draw all the em-

Professor Moller, of ("arlsruhe, h;w 
made some interesting observations on 
clouds. The iii^chest clouds, cirrus and 
cirro-stratus, rise on an average to a 
height of nearly ;tO,t)0() feet. The mid- 
dle clouds keeji at from Hi,Ot)« feet '.o 
28,000 feet in height, while the lower 
clouds reach to between 8,000 feet and 
7,000 feet The cumnlus cloads float 
with their lower surface at a height of 
from 4,000 to 5,000 feet, while their 
summits rise to 10.000 fp"*. The tops of 
the Alps are often hidden by clouds of 
the tliiid ( lass, but the bott<ims of th'« 
(donds of tile second class, utid e.spe 
cially 1;! the tlr.u.der clouds, often enfold 
them. 

The vertical dimonsion of a cloud ob- 
served by Pnttmor Moller on the Netle- 
berg was orer 1,200 feet. He stepped 
ont iif it at a height of abnat 8,700 feet, 
and high above the mountain floated 
clnnds of the middle class, while veils of 
mist lay in the ravines and clefts. The 
uppT cl<iuds wer« growing thicker, 
wliile tlio lower ones were dissolving, 
and soon it liegan to rain and suow —
